CURRENT  SERIAL  RECORDS 

Egg  production  in  i960  totaled  61,377  million  eggs--3  percent  less  than  the  1959 
production  of  63,  335  million.  Number  of  layers  on  hand  during  i960  averaged  294 
million,  compared  with  306  million  in  1959.  Layer  numbers  decreased  from  311  mil 
lion  in  1956  to  294  million  in  I960,  but  egg  production  was  relatively  stable  at  6 1 to 
62  billion  eggs  in  each  year  except  1959. 


The  rate  of  egg  production  per  layer  on  hand  during  i960  was  209  eggs,  compared 
with  207  eggs  per  layer  in  1959.  The  rate  was  at  record-high  levels  in  all  months  of 
the  year,  except  in  March,  April,  and  December.
